One Woman Killed 
M rs. Hose E a rh a rt, 76. who was 
iitting a t th e d in n er table w ith her 
ausband, w*as killed alm ost in s ta n t­ 
ly. 
H er husband, F ran k E a rh a rt, 
77, escaped w ith a fractu red leg. 
T he others injured were m em bers 
of th e crew* of th e ill-fated engine. 
T hey w ere: Jam es Salrey, 39, of 
G alion,

baggagem aster; Leon 
Leonard, 27, of N ew port, Kv., news 
agent", F red H eard, 2», of C incin­ 
nati. firem an, and C larence Lee, 61, 
of Colum bus, O., engineer. 
W itnesses of th e accident said th a t 
Lee m ade a d esperate attem p t to 
bring his tra in to a stop.

w hen they were stopped by the im ­ 
p act w ith th e trackside house. 
Probe Is Started 
Passengers on th e tra in rem ain ­ 
ed calm , despite th e ir th rillin g ride 
an d none was h u rt. 
O fficials of th e railroad hurried 
to th e scene im m ediately. 
Before 
th e steam h ad ceased pouring from 
th e overturned engine, an investiga­ 
tion was under way. 
Follow ing th e discovery of the 
railroad spike on a rail, officials 
m ade know n th eir suspicions th a t 
th e wreck m ay have been planned 
deliberately, although they w ere u n ­ 
able to explain a m otive for such 
a n act.

CALL TODDY’S 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
A large num ber of recent ob­ 
servations on the physiology of the 
gall bladder have passed into prac­ 
tical medicine. 
W ith the develop­ 
m ent of the dye m ethod of gall 
bladder diagnosis, it 
has 
become 
necessary to make the gall bladder 
empty itself in order to test out its 
powers of contraction. 
To do this 
the patient Is given some fat to eat 
—a glass of cream or a hard boiled 
egg and the full gall bladder is im ­ 
mediately seen under the Ex-ray to 
empty. 
For no good reason except experi­ 
ence, people of middle age have in­ 
stinctively taken some cheese at the 
end of a meal. Especially at the end 
of the heaviest meal of the day. 
This, so far as I know, was not done 
out of any profound knowledge of 
physiology, but simply because they 
knew th at they felt th at w*ay. 
Deeply instinctive habits are usu­ 
ally found sooner or later to have 
some reason in fact. And the newer 
knowledge of the gall bladder seems 
to furnish the explanation of the 
eating of cheese by m iddle-aged 
people at the end of a heavy meal. 
Children, 
incidentally, 
do 
not 
readily acquire such a habit. 
They 
like desserts a t the end of a m eal 
This taste lasts up to about the age 
of 30, and then for m ost people the 
cu r\e of dessert eating gradually 
drops until 
it 
finally disappears. 
Cheese as the last course, or salad 
with a cheese dressing or an olive 
oil (fat) dressing, m eans the same 
thing. 
The explanation is th at gall blad­ 
der disease Is a very common dis­ 
ease of middle age. 
It is very u n ­ 
common in young people and begins 
to be observed at about the age of 
35. 
Statistics show th a t about 40 
per cent of people over this age 
have either gall stones or infected 
or sluggish gall bladders. Of course, 
a gall bladder, when distended and 
when som ew hat inflamed, gives a 
certain am ount of discomfort. This 
may not be very acute, but may 
only am ount to a feeling of heavi­ 
ness or fullness in the region of 
the stom ach. 
Cheese is the same 
in action as the cream or hard- 
boiled egg the X -ray m an gives his 
patient to empty the gall bladder. It 
drains the gorged gall bladder of 
these middle-aged folk and makes 
their meals “set” well. A sweet des­ 
sert will not do the sam e thing. So 
when you choose cheese as the finale
